Boost to summit 
as Moscow ratifies 
INF missile treaty 


MOSCOW (Reuter) -- The Soviet τ 
Union’s top poclamentary body τ 
yesterday ratified the INF missile 
treaty with the U.S., clearing the 
way for a showpiece ceremony at 
this week’s Moscow summit. 

Ratification came at a special ses- 
sion of the presidium of ‘the Su- 
preme Soviet which was held within 
hours of news from Washington that 
the Senate had approved the treaty 
after days of agonising debate. 

But the summit ran into a last- 
minute snag yesterday as American 
officials revealed that prospects had 
faded for agreement on three arms 
control measures. Officials said 
chances had evaporated for signing 
an agreement on advance notifica- 
tion of ballistic missile tests by the 


superpowers. "5 

Moreover, they said two lesser 
arms-control measures may not be 
ready for signing durmg Reagan’s 
talks with Gorbachev. 

None of the three agreements 
would have been considered major, 
but would have given the leaders 
grounds to boast of progress on 
arms control issues — particularly in 
. view of their inability to conclude a 
treaty to curb Jong-range nuclear 
‘weapons.

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Labour gears up 


WHAT the Labour Party was unable to do by a centralized 
process of backroom appointments - introduce an array of 
fresh new faces into its Knesset list — it has now managed to do 
by a process of internal elections. . : 

The party’s Central Committee late Thursday night elected 
a group of 29 interesting names which will be added to a 
previous, smaller, list selected by the party's various branches 
around the country. The combined roster will then represent 
the party's slate for the Knesset polls. ᾿ 

There will still be ample opportunity for frustration and 
disappointment amongst the aspirants, for not all the 61 
candidates who make up the final slate will have a realistic 
chance of gaining Knesset seats. But that is more a personal 
and internal party matter. Of larger public interest is the 
manner in which Labour, by a combination of branch and 
central committee elections, has been able to inject new blood 
into its political leadership and at the same time retain trusted 
and experienced old names whose personal merit are not only 
electoral assets, but important for the functioning of the future 
Knesset. 

That the party’s new electoral system enabled it to reach out 
in both these directions should itself give it a boost of confi- 
dence as it for the national contest with the Likud. 
Thus new new faces like Yael Dayan, Avraham Burg, Shimon 
Shitreet, Yossi Beilin, Eli Dayan will join Abba Eban, Ora 
Namir, Mordechai Gur, Haim Bar-Lev and others behind the 
top cluster of party leaders, headed by Mr. Peres and Mr. 
Rabin. And in a dramatic display of collective maturity, the 
central committee reinstated its noble maverick, Lova Eliav, 
whose record of service and idealism has always symbolized 
what is best in Labour, even when he felt compelled to pelt it 
from without. ᾿ : 

With this new dose of energy, Labour will face a Likud 
which, at least in its Herut component, has been able to 
achieve a pre-electoral truce between its competing factions. 
Even the Liberals, at the price of ejecting Gideon Patt from 
their top echelon, seem to have closed ranks. Now it remains 
for the two parties in the bloc to compose their joint Knesset 
list without tripping over the obstacles posed by inter-party 
competition for place. 

Once that process is completed, Labour and Likud will be 
called upon to display not only the appeal of their personnel, 
but also of their political substance. In the last election each of 
the parties adopted strategies designed to make electoral 
inroads on the perceived strengths of the other. Thus Likud 
populism on domestic issues was mustered to counter Labour’s 
historic record of social and economic achievement. And 
Labour hawkishness was summoned to counter Likud’s “patri- 
otic nationalism” which meant a Greater Israel platform that 
directed itself more at the fears than the aspirations of the 
electorate. 

Areplay of that debate on domestic issues, if attempted, will 
be holiow indeed. For, despite Herut rhetoric, with the Liberal 
Mr. Nissim in the economic driver’s seat it is not populism, but 
a watered-down Thatcherism that the Likud represents. 

On the political front, there will again be great temptation 
within Labour to protect its right flank from the Likud. The 
party’s summary platform on these issues, recently made 
public, demonstrated that. But the weight of events will have 
its own logic. ὃ 

The Likud will have to address itself to the consequences of 
its expansionist programme. No amount of talk about negotia- 
tions in the abstract, and no amount of whispering that it too 
has compromise formulae can eclipse the negativism of its 
record or the absolutism of its stated goals. 

And Labour will have to make it plain that its tough security 
record, historically, arid now ‘during the intifada under Mr. 
Rabin, was never meant as an end in itself, or as a means of 
perpetuating occupation, but as a means of developing the 
conditions for negotiations, compromise and withdrawal from 
occupation. 

Meeting in the middle has been .the prescription for the 
national unity government, It has been a recipe for political 
paralysis. Let it not be a recipe for the election campaign.

Some fringe immigrant groups 
have gone wild claiming that this ts 
another result of Israel's poor ab- 
sorption system and demanding the 
right to administer absorption bud- 
gets themselves. While these groups 
are'in the main naive, some people 
may well be aware that what they 
are doing is obscuring the real rea~ 
sons for the decline in aliya. 


IT CAN BE stated categorically that 
no improvement in the, absorption 
process, desirable though this might 
be, will lead to any significant in- 
crease in aliya. Especially since the 
beginning of 1988, material condi- 
tions of absorption are of secondary 
importance on the list of reasons for 
the dropout phenomenon. ᾿ 
Firstly, Israel's standard of living 


cannot compete with that of the 
U.S. or Canada, and no improve- 
ment in the absorption process can 
bridge the material gap. No Israeli 
government can afford to grant a 
standard of living for immigrants 
that would be higher than that of the 
average Israeli, and it would be im- 
moral to do so. 

Secondly, American Jewry is still 
pursuing its policy of bribing Soviet 
Jewish emigrants with the status of 
political refugee, to which they have 
neither a legal nor a moral right. As 
aresult, Soviet Jewish immigrants to, 
the U.S. receive so many benefits 
that any improvement in Israeli ab- 
sorption would be negligible in 
᾿ Still, these reasons, important as 
they are, are now overshadowed by 
the inherent lack of peace and secu- 
rity in the Middle East, and espe- 
cially by the recent unrest in the 
territories. vs 

Those who are surprised by the 
sudden ‘dramatic decline of aliya 
have been living in a fool's paradise. 
Whatever Jews leaving the USSR 
would now say of their decision not 
to come to Israel, they will not be 
very eager to declare their main and 
obvious reason — the (certainly exag- 
gerated) fear of living in a country 
plagued by permanent Arab unrest, 
by the need to do military service 
every year, and so on. By settling in 
the U.S. or Canada, any Jewish emi-
